This letter is submitted on behalf of defendant. New York Jets, LLC, to report on the 
status of the case in anticipation of the status conference call scheduled for January 
9, 2019 at 3:00 p.m. 

The parties have begun the depositions of the plaintiff and of the team consulting 
psychiatrist who treated and evaluated the plaintiff during his time as an employee 
of the team. The parties need to schedule dates to complete those depositions. 
The parties are in the process of scheduling of the other depositions of fact 
witnesses. 

On January 2, 2019, plaintiff’s counsel served a 35-page, single spaced expert 
report. The original deadline for plaintiff’s expert reports was September 14, 2018; 
at plaintiff’s counsel’s request, that deadline was extended to December 2, 2018. 
Defendant’s counsel has asked plaintiff’s counsel to explain why the report, dated 
August 15, 2018, was not served by either the original deadline or by the extended 
deadline. Plaintiff’s counsel has said that he thought he had served the report in 
October. We are considering our response to the service of this report 30 days after 
the extended deadline for plaintiff’s expert reports.
